ING'S BIRTHDAY HONOURS. — The 
official birthday of King Edward VII. was cele- 
brated on June 26 with thé usual loyal demon- 
strations in all parts of tlie kingdom. In London 
one of the most pieturesque functions was the 

Trooping of the Colour on the Horse Guards’ Parade. The 
Queen and the Princess of Wales with her children occupied 
windows in the Levée Room overlooking the parade, and 
appeared — at the warmth of the reception accorded 
to them, and to His Majesty and the Prince on their 
arrival. The Royal cavaleade included the Duke.of Con- 
naught, Prince Christian, and the Grand Duke Michael of 
Russia. In the evening the King gave a dinner-party at 
Buckingham Palace to members of the Royal Family, while 
the usual Ministerial banquets were largely attended. The 
list of Birthday Honours includes the bestowal of peerages 
upon four gentlemen—Sir Edward Lawson, Bart., Mr. 
William H. A. F. Watson-Armstrong, Mr. Michael Bid- 
dulph, and Mr. George T. J. Sotheron-Escourt, while Sir 
Ralph H. Knox, K.C.B., and Sir Arthur Charles hrve been 
appointed members of the Privy Council. The new 
Baronets include Sir Mareus Samuel (Lord Mayor of 
London), Sir A. Hickman, M.P., Major F. C. Rasch, M.P., 
Mr. W. H. Wilson-Todd, M.P., Mr. P. L. Brocklehurst, 
and Mr. C. Е. Cory-Wiizht. Nineteen gentlemen have 
had the honour of Knighthood bestowed upon them, and 
H.R.H. the Prince of Wales has been promoted to the 
rank of Vice-Admiral in His Majesty's Fleet. 


Royal Agricultural Show.—Park Royal, in the 
north-western suburbs of London, was this year the venue 
of the annual show promoted by енбей of the Royal 
Agricultura] Society.

Appalling Railway Disaster.—A terrible milway 
disaster involving the loss of two hundred lives ia reported 
from Spain An express train, consisting of two engines 
and sixteen coaches, was crossing the Montalvo Bridge 
over the Najevilla River, when the structure collapsed, and 
the train with its living freight was hurled into the depths 
below. The scene was of the most heartrending description, 
The carriages were smashed to scrap-iron and matchwood 
on the rocks, and the air was filled with shrieks and groans 
as the passengers writhed and struggled in a mang 
mass under the wreckage 
with the blood of the unfortunate victims, and 
corpses floated down-stream in company “with pieces of 
woodwork, baggage, cushions, and a miscellaneous assort- 
ment of articles from the ill-fated train.

I shall be with 
you soon, darling! Finally the coroner, speaking with 
great emotion, told the relatives that since identification of 
the remains had been established there was no longer any 
necessity for their presence, and most of them availed 
themselves of his permission to withdraw. At the sug- 
gestion of one of the jury the chief officials of the Arsenal 
retired: from the tourt while workmen gave their evidunee, 
so that the witnesses might speak with more freedom. 


Alpine Fatality.—From Switzerland comes news of 
a disaster which overtook a party of sixteen boys and two 
professors of the Zurich Gymnasium who essaved an ascent 
of the Pic Blas, a mountain 9900 ft. high.
